Next time you’re stuck in traffic, count the sil- 
ver and gray cars on the road. Odds are, you’ll 
see more than ever. 

The popularity of silver and gray reached 
a record high this year, accounting for 31 per- 
cent of the 2010 model-year vehicles, accord- 
ing to PPG Industries, the Pittsburgh-based 
commercial coatings manufacturer. That is the 
highest level since PPG began tracking the data 
in 1990, and is up from 25 percent last year. 

Although no one knows definitively why sil- 


ver rates as the favorite car color, the economic 
downturn could have something to do with it, 
said Jane Harrington, manager of color styling 
at PPG offices in Troy, Mich., where PPG is 
holding its Automotive Color Trend Show 

‘A car is the largest purchase most people 
make, after their house,” Harrington said. ‘And 
silver is a safe choice.” 

It also doesn’t hurt that silver and gray cars 
can go for weeks, even months, without a wash- 
ing and still look clean. 

As the economy improves, silver may face a 


challenger. Green, which topped the charts in 
the 1990S, maybe poised for a comeback. 

In 1994, green was the color of 21 percent 
of the vehicles in North America, compared 
with 8 percent silver. Now, thanks to the green 
movement, the color is making a comeback. 

“Consumers are aware of environmental re- 
sponsibility” Harrington said. ‘And they associ- 
ate the color green with the environment.” 

Shades of green already are showing up on 
hybrid cars. And more buildings are relying on 
the color to convey their eco-friendly leanings.

Warm weather stings marathoners again— 
will organizers move future race dates?

Despite temperatures that climbed into 
the 80s on Sunday, organizers for the Bank 
of America Chicago Marathon said the 
race was uneventful and they were non- 
committal about whether they would con- 
sider moving it to another date. 

Carey Pinkowski, executive race direc- 
tor, said a record 38,132 runners started the 
race. It was the third time in the past four 
years temperatures soared during the mar- 
athon’s traditional Columbus Day week- 
end schedule. 

The course this year featured six more 
aid stations than in 2007, and race planners 
adopted a colored warning system for run- 
ners. 

About 65 runners were taken to area 
hospitals for heat-related and “typical 
marathon-type” issues, on par with the 
percentage of runners in a typical year, said 
Medical Director George Chiampas at a 
post-race news conference. 

It was the warmest weather for a Chi- 
cago marathon since 2007, when tempera- 
tures reached nearly 90 degrees with high 
humidity and the course was closed after 
three and a half hours to those who had not 
reached the halfwaypoint. 

But not everyone was concerned about 
the heat. For Chicagoan Sue McGrath, 
there was no better day to run her first 
marathon. 

“It’s lo-io-io, what better day to do it 
than today?” McGrath said in reference to 
the Oct. 10, 2010, date as she walked to the 
starting corrals around 7 a.m. 

One difference between Sunday’s race 
and the heat disaster of 2007, though, 
was humidity and dew point. The humid- 


ity was considerably higher in 2007, when 
some 300 -plus runners were treated for 
heat problems. That year, a runner also 
died of a heart-related ailment. 

On Sunday elite runners finished the 
course before 9:30 a.m., when officials 
first raised the hazard level on the event’s 
color-coded warning system from green— 
for “good conditions”— to yellow, for “less 
than ideal conditions.” 

Shortly before noon, the level was raised 
again to red for “potentially dangerous 
conditions” as temperatures spiked before 
declining during the afternoon, Chiampas 
said. 

According to the marathon’s recom- 
mended actions for those kinds of condi- 
tions, runners are asked to “slow down, ob- 
serve course changes, follow event official 
instruction and consider stopping.” 

As temperatures climbed, runners began 
to fall. By 11:30 a.m., near- 80 -degree tem- 
peratures and plain exhaustion had begun 
to claim runners at the medical station near 
mile 20 in Pilsen— regarded by many mara- 
thoners a point of no return for fatigue. 

“I started to feel nauseous and I thought, 
I want to see my grandkids, I better stop,” 
Nancy Schrader, a 56 -year-old from India- 
napolis, said as she sat behind the aid tent. 

Schrader blamed her symptoms on bron- 
chitis medication and said she intended to 
finish the race at a walking pace. Schrader, 
who has run two other marathons, said 
there was a factor unique to Chicago that 
might have contributed. 

“Other places, you see gaps [in the 
crowd along the race], and you say ‘OK, I’ll 
walk there,’ ” she said. “Here there are no 
gaps. It’s aU people.”

Winners hit 
repeat button

In a stunning mano-a-mano battle, Sammy Wanjiru of Ke- 
nya outran Tsegaye Kebede of Ethiopia in the final half-mile 
Sunday to win a second straight Bank of America Chicago 
Marathon. 

Wanjiru made three moves against Kebede, the last fi- 
nally breaking his Ethiopian rival as he won by 19 seconds in 
2 hours, 6 minutes, 24 seconds. 

The victory likely was worth $615,000 to Wanjiru, the 
2008 Olympic champion. 

That includes $75,000 for winning, a $40,000 time bo- 
nus and $500,000 as winner of the 2009-10 World Mara- 
thon Majors trophy. Wanjiru will get the last payoff unless 
Kebede makes the unlikely decision to run the New York 
Marathon four weeks from now and finishes first or sec- 
ond. 

The temperature had risen to 73 degrees when Russia’s 
Liliya Shobukhova won her second straight title, giving Chi- 
cago back-to-back men’s and women’s titles for the first time 
since the race began in 1977. Astede Baysa of Ethiopia was 
second, more than three minutes behind. 

Shobukhova clinched the $500,000 as World Marathon 
Majors champion. She also got $75,000 for the win and a 
$40,000 time bonus for her winning time. 

Shobukhova’s time, 2:20:25, was the fastest in the world in 
two years, making her the loth-fastest woman in history and 
breaking the Russian record of 2:20:47 that Galina Bogomo- 
lova of Russia set in Chicago four years ago. 

“I don’t even believe I have all this money,” Shobukhova 
said. 

Wanjiru, 23, had been bothered by a knee injury that made 
his participation in the race uncertain until recently He had 
dropped out of April’s London Marathon after 16 miles. 

Jason Hartmann, 29, of Rockford, Mich., was the top 
U.S. men’s finisher, taking eighth place in a personal record 
2:11:06. Californian Desiree Davila, who trains in Michi- 
gan, took fourth for the women in 2:26:20, making her the 
fourth-fas test U.S. runner in history

CTA officials said Sunday they were con- 
tinuing to investigate a bus crash Saturday 
evening that sent 37 people to area hospi- 
tals. 

The accident happened about 6 p.m. 
when the bus ran off Lake Shore Drive just 
south of Interstate 55 and then struck a 
tree, officials said. 

Officials were in the process of inves- 
tigating the cause of the accident, CTA 
spokeswoman Catherine Hosinski said 
Sunday 

Before investigators could determine a 
cause of the accident, they had to inves- 
tigate that the bus was in proper working 
condition, review surveillance video and 


a “black box” device inside the bus. They 
also have to conduct interviews to deter- 
mine what transpired, Hosinski said. 

More than 20 ambulances were sent to 
the scene of the accident, in the south- 
bound lanes at about 2800 S. Lake Shore 
Drive, officials said. Earlier estimates had 
indicated that 30 people were taken to 
hospitals. 

The No. 6 Jackson Park Express articu- 
lated bus was described as being full at the 
time of the crash. 

CTA buses have been involved in more 
collisions annually since 2008 than buses 
operated by the nine other largest pub- 
lic bus systems in the U.S., according to 
records compiled for the Tribune by the 


Eederal Transit Administration. The ac- 
cident rate since 2002 reflects a bus inci- 
dent occurring almost every day on aver- 
age. 

The CTA has placed fourth, fifth or 
sixth in federal coUision-rate rankings 
since 2002 compared with other large bus 
transit agencies. 

Last year, there were 271 “reportable col- 
lisions” involving CTA buses, according to 
records. But those are only the accidents 
resulting in $25,000 or more in property 
damage or at least one individual taken to 
a hospital, which is the criteria set by the 
Eederal Transit Administration. 

In 2008, CTA buses were involved in 303 
reportable collisions.

White Sox 
fan sues over 
faulty tattoo

Eugenia Bebis, a self-described die-hard 
White Sox fan, wanted a permanent re- 
minder of her South Sider pride— in the 
form of a tattoo. 

In June, Bebis visited Mystic Tattoo Art 
and Body Piercing Corp. in Cragin and 
explained to the tattoo artist, Micah St. 
John, what it was she wanted: the black 
logo as a focal point, surrounded by purple 
clovers on her left thigh. 

Some might say that Bebis, a student at 
the University of Illinois at Chicago, got 
exactly the opposite of what she wanted. 
According to a lawsuit filed in Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court this week, St. John inked 
the permanent art backward— the letters 
face to the left rather than to the right. 

Bebis, of Elmwood Park, is undergoing 
laser treatment to lessen the appearance 
of the tattoo. The suit seeks damages not 
exceeding $50,000.

Town evacuated ahead 
of expected sludge flood 


KOLONTAR, Hungary Residents were 
evacuated and soldiers were on stand- 
by Sunday as authorities believe a damaged 
reservoir wall may unleash a second wave of 
toxic sludge onto a Hungarian village, an of- 
ficial said. 

The cracked wall is expected to collapse, 
Gyorgi Tottos, spokeswoman for Hungary’s 
Catastrophe Protection Directorate, told 
CNN on Sunday “We know that it will hap- 
pen,” she said, although when is unknown. 

Some 8,000 people have been evacuated 
from the village of Kolontar, leaving it essen- 


tially empty, she said. Hundreds of soldiers 
were at the ready to rescue inhabitants of a 
nearby village when the wall collapses. 

A 19 -inch crack has developed in the wall of 
the aluminum plant reservoir. If the wall col- 
lapses, 500,000 cubic yards of toxic red sludge 
could spiU out. That’s about half the amount 
that spilled Oct. 4, inundating Kolontar and 
two other villages. Seven people were killed 
and more than 100 injured. 

Hungary’s state-owned MTI news agency 
quoted Zoltan Hies, state secretary of envi- 
ronment, as saying the damaged wall could 


not be saved. Specialists had tried to reinforce 
the wall Saturday 

Hungarian Prime Minister Viktor Orban, 
who was visiting the stricken area Saturday, 
said it was “very likely” the reservoir wall will 
collapse. 

“It’s in very bad shape, and our estimation 
is that that wall could fall down,” Orban told 
reporters in the town of Ajka. “One conse- 
quence is that human lives could be in danger. 
That’s the reason why we pulled out ... all hu- 
man lives from that area, in order not to have 
more loss in human life.”

Have you 
seen this man? 

Carlos Bocanegra admitted he was caught 
off guard when an employee at the Guess 
store on Michigan Avenue recognized him 
last week. Sure, Bocanegra is the captain of 
the U.S. national soccer team— the squad 
that finished atop its World Cup group this 
summer— but he isn’t used to getting spotted 
in Chicago. 

“He was like, ‘Bocanegra, right?’ ” the 
31-year-old defender said Wednesday during 
an appearance at Small Bar. “We’ve been 
getting recognized a lot more during this trip. 

It’s like, ‘Damn, we have a lot of fans now’ ” 

The U.S. national team tied Poland 2-2 on 
Saturday in an exhibition match at Soldier 
Field, the stadium Bocanegra used to call 
home as a member of the Fire. Bocanegra, 
who joined the Fire in 2000 when he was 20, 
remembered the reaction he’d get back then 
when he told people he played soccer. 

‘A lot of the time they’d ask, ‘What do you 
do to make money?’ ” Bocanegra said, laugh- 
ing. “They’d say ‘What’s your job?’ ’’After 
games at Soldier Field, Bocanegra and his Fire 
teammates often would hang out at restau- 
rants, including Gibsons and Tavern on Rush 
in the Gold Coast. 

Bocanegra left the Fire to play for Fulham in the highly competitive 
EngHsh Premier League in 2004 and now plays for France’s Saint- 
Etienne. 

In July, Bocanegra and several of his U.S. teammates attended the 
ESPY s, ESPN’s version of the Oscars, in L.A. 

“Some of the athletes made it a point to find us and congratulate 
us,” Bocanegra said. ''We were in the athlete lounge and [Tennessee 
Titans running back] Chris Johnson came over and said, ‘Congrats 
guys. Let’s take a picture together.’ Chris Johnson— that’s the last guy 
I would think knows who the hell we are. 

"We felt like we were part of the group at this ESPYs. We felt Hke 
we were on the same level as the other athletes. That’s a nice feeling.”
